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GOOD ADVICE TO FARMERS ’ LAWRENBEBURG 


Not many farmers who have been raisinfr toVricco for the mar¬ 
ket in years past have ever held tneir crops for ^un.n er delivery. 
Therefore, a few words to those still holding th< ir tobacco in bams 
at home will not come amiss. 

In the first place the tobacco should be hung ver>' cloiie. in fact 
pressed moderately together, as this will prevent much loss in 
weight which happens when often coming in and going nut of case. 
In this close-hung condition it should be left u^til it gets the ad¬ 
vantage of as mucli hot weather as possible, thereby insuring the 
tobacco a thorough drying. Consult Mr. Ware before taking your 
tobacco down. If it should come into the warrhiu-e in too higl^ 
ease so that there is likely to be damaged tobacdo after prizing, it 
will have to be at the owner's risk and eicper.:^^. This extra ex| 
pense means that the tobacco will have to be reliung in the vraref 
house here and the warehouse company can not ^Ivance money oii| 
it until it is in condition to insure keeping. On^ of the best tests 
is that after two or three dry, still days the tobatco is found early 
in the day. say before 8 o’clock, to be in good there will be 
little risk in bulking it to keep. ! 

Follow these directions and let every man wb<i knows how to 
handle in summer order render what assistance ^nd advice he can 
to his neighbor. With our drying plant next sbnWi we will not 
have this trouble. - ‘

Death of Dr. Eaton. 

Grand Junction. Tenn., June 29.— 
The Rev. 'Thoinaa Threadwell Eaton, 

D. D., LL. D., of Loaisville, paator of 
the Walnut-street Baptist church, of 
that city, and widely known as a minis¬ 
ter, lecturer, auth^ and educator, died 
here at 1:45 o’clock thia afternoon. 

Dr. Eaton’s death followed a hem¬ 
orrhage of the brain, which struck him 
down on the depot platform at 939 
’clock thia morning, while he was 
waiting for a train to carry him to 
Blue Mountain, Miss., where he had aa 
engagement to deliver a series of lee- 
tures before the B. Y. P. U. encamp¬ 
ment. 

Dr. Eaton arrived here at 8:40 
'clock this morning, and after walk¬ 
ing about town for a few minutes went 
to the depot. Several persona standing 
about saw him sink to the floor and 
assisted him to arise, but, realising 
that he was very ill. they summoned 
Dr. J. C. Johnston, a leading physician 
here, who came immediately ^ ti 
that the dutinguiohed divine ha^ 
tained a mortal attack. ^ 

Dr. Eaton’s last worda were: qpm 
a very sick man.” He sank inSwr 
consciousness, lingering until 
/clock, when he passed away. 

Dr. Baton was probably the best- 
knowfi Baptist minister in Kentucky 
and throughout the entire South he 
was well known. His long pastorate 
at the Wain jt-street church in this 
city, his connection with the Western 
Recorder, a Baptist publication, aa edi¬ 
tor lor twenty yean, and hia educa¬ 
tional and missionary work in the 
Southern Baptist church has made the 
name of Dr. Eaton known wherever 
there is a Southern Baptist ehui'ch. 

Before starting on his trip to Blue 
Mountain, Miss., Dr. Eaton had been 
attending the general assembly of the 
Baptist Church at Mayfield and had 
had a busy week there. His sudden 
breakdown is attributed to his constant 
hard work. He was always on the go 
and did the work of four men, a mem¬ 
ber of his family aaid last night. 

"An of his mother’s family died of 
old age. and he thought he could go on 
working without ever taking a rest, ” 
said one of his family last night. “He 
was on the go continually, and over¬ 
work killed him.” 

Dr. Eaton was sixty-two yean of 
agie, or would have been had he lived 
until next November. He was born in 
Murfreesboro, Tenn., November 16, 
1845, and lived there until be was fif¬ 
teen years of age. His father, the Rev. 
Jose^ Hkywood Eaton, LL. D.. was 
the founder of Union University, at 
Murfreesboro, and it was there that 
Dr. Eaton obtained hie early education.

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Mr. Bryan’s Way. 

Mr. Bryan has a way of putting 
thiuKs that mak«e you understand 
them. In the discussion of the tanff 
especially be presents his argumenU 
moat cogfently. Here is what he said 
at Jamestown on the question: 

“But, my friends, there is such a 
thing: as farming out taxes, and 1 want 
to speak for a moment on that. Taxes 
are farmed out now in three ways: 
First, when we allow manufactures 
make tariff laws and decide how much 
they will take for the rest of the pec* 
pie; second, when we allow municipal 
corporations .'to. .determine how much 
they will charge without any power to 
regulate Uiem; third, when we allow 
railroads to determine how much they 
shall charge and fourth, when we al¬ 
low industrial monopolies to hold people 
by the throat and take from their 
pockets whatever the managers of 
the monopolies desire. Now, When I 
say that our protective tariff is a sys¬ 
tem by which taxes are farmed out, I 
am aware that I may find some critics, 
but when high tariff laws are made 
they are made by the man who pays 
the taxes. 

“When I asked for a place on the 
ways and means committee, or rather 
asked an eastern democrat to recom¬ 
mend, he said, “There is no chance." 

1 bad a letter of introduction to him 
from a friend of his; he was pleased 
to receive the letter, and told me he. 
would be glad to do anything he could 
for me, and so 1 told him 1 wanted a 
place on that committee. He said, 
“That is impossible." I asked why. 
He said, “We put mei^from the manu¬ 
facturing states on that committee.” 1 
said, “What about the consumers?” 
He said, “We don't put them on that 
committee.” When the protectionists 
are in power, they make up the com¬ 
mittee from the men who repiesent the 
tax eater and not the tax payer; and 
these men make the laws,in their own 
interesto, and the manufacturers col¬ 
lect from the people not only as much 
as goes into the treasury. Why, if a 
man proposed to your city cduncil that 
he be allowed to collect a certain 
amount for vour city, and that he 
would charge ten times as much for 
collecting that amount as the amount 
he turned in. would you think of em¬ 
ploying him? And yet we have in¬ 
stances when the amount paid by the 
people on account of the tariff is ten 
times the amount turned into the treas¬ 
ury. This is not farming out the taxes, 
but it is paying a large commission for 
the collection of the taxes. 

“And so we are farming out the 
taxes when we charter a corporation 
which is not regulated by competition. 
There are only two waya of regulating 
corporations, one is by law and the 
other is by competition, and when conr.- 
petition is not possible, the people are 
taxed without mercy unless there is 
efficient regulation.”

They 
ar»t not endowed by God with su¬ 
perior wisdom, nor have they per¬ 
formed for their fellow-men any labor 
01 given to them anything of value 
that entitles them to what they Uke. 
Their only license to plunder Is their 
knowledge of the system of trickery 
and fraud that they themselves have 
created. No man can gainsay this. 


for on every- side la the evidence. 
Men come into Wall street at sunrise 
without dollars; before that same sun 
sets they depart with milUons So 
all-powerful has grown the system of 
oppression that single men tsk.^ in 
single lifetime all the savings of a 
million of their fellowg To-day the 
people.

The process 
was no more complex than that em¬ 
ployed by the robber of old. who took • 
the pebbles from the beach, marked 
them money, and with the money 
bought the labor of his fellows, and 
by the manipulation of that labor and 
by tnrning pebbles into money he 
took away from the laborer the 
money which he had paid them for 
the labor until all in the land were 
staves of the moneymaker. These few 
tricksters said: IVe will arbitrarily 
manufacture these chips—stocks. Af¬ 
ter we have manufactured them we 
will sell the world what the world 
can pay for, and then by the use of 
the unlimited supply we still have we 
I srlll win away from the world what It 
I has bought, and repeat the operation. 

I until we have ail the wealth, and the 
I people are enslaved. To do this there I 
was one thing besides the manufac- 
I luring of the chips—stocks—that waa 
1 absolutely necessary—a gambling- 

hell. the working of whose machinery’ 

’> would place a selling value upon such 
^ chips; a bell where, after selling the 
, chips, they could be won back. I saw 
j that if these tricksters were to be 
I routed and their 'System' was to be 
destro.ved, It must be through the ma¬ 
chinery of this Block exchange. I 
I studied the machinery, and presently 
I marvelled that men could for so 
long have been assea 
"Prom the very nature of stock- 
gambling It it necessary, absolutely 
necessary, that it be conducted under 
certain rules, unchangeable, unbreah- 
.able rules, to attempt tg change or 
break which would destroy stock- 
gambllug. The foundation rule, rh* 
rule absolutely necessary for the ex¬ 
istence of stock-gambling is: Any 
member of the stock exchange can 
buy. or sell, between the opening and 
closing of the exchange as many 
shares of stock as he cares to. WlUs 
this rale In force his baying and sell¬ 
ing cannot be restricted to the amount 
he can take and pay for. or deliver 
and receive pajf for. because there is 
not money enough in the world tp pay 
for what under this same rule can be 
bought and sold In a single session. 
This is because there have been ar¬ 
bitrarily created by these few trick 
sters many times more stocks than 
there is money in existence. The 
amount of stock that any man can 
sell in one session of 'the exchange is 
limited only by the amount that be 
can offer for sale, and be can offer 
any amount bis tongue can .stter; 
and he Is not compelled and cannot 
be compelled to show bis'ability to 
deliver what he has offered for sale 
until after he has flnlshed selling, 
which Is the following day. You wlB 
ask as I did: Can this be poss‘bler 
you will And the answer I foiiud it 
la so, snd must conMnue to be so, or 
there will be no stock-gambling. Mark 
me. for this statement is weighted 
with the greatest import to you all A 
member of this exchange can sell as 
many shares of stock at one session 
as he cares to offer. If any attempt 
la made at the session be sells at to 
compel him either before or after he 
offers to sell to show his ability te 
deliver, away goes the stock-gambling 
structure, because from the very nw 
lore of the whole structure of stock- , 
gambling Ihe same tbares are sold 
and resold many times in each session 
and the seller cannot know, much less 
show, that he ran deliver until be flrst 
adjusu with the buyer and the Suyer 
cannot adjust until after bd has be¬ 
come such by buying. If a rule were 
made compelling a seller to show bit 
responsibility before selling, every 
member would have every other mem¬ 
ber at his mercy and there could bs 
no stock gambling. When I bad worked 
thla out. I saw that while the few -Hek- 
■tera of the 'System’ had a perfect de¬ 
vice for taking from the peopb> fheii 
wealth, 1 had discovered as perfect a * 
means of taking away from the few 
the wealth they had secured from tbs 
many. With this knowledge came a 
conviction that my way was as bonsst 
as the 'System's,' in fact, more booest 
than theirs. They took from the Inuo 
cent. I took from the guilty what h, 
already been dishonestly secured 
determined to put my discovery into 
practice.
